4. Messengers were again dispatched to the varicus: banners, calling for representatives, 
anc another meeting was held, Because all banners did not send representatives, it 
was @ecided that a "Terperary Government” be established until such time that all the 
banners could be rerresentecd. On 9 September 2945 the Inner Mongolian Republican 


Temrcrary Government was inavruratec. 


5. The Constitution of the Inner ‘onrolian Rerublican Temporary Governnent was simple 
and stert, If tre Ceyernmert bed lastef longer, 2 more detailed constitution with sy- 
laws, etc., cul? ’ave been written.

G. Soviet ané Outer Vongolian influence at these meetings was reecenized br those partici-~ 
rating, althourh there is nothing én Coeuments to rrove this. The Monrolian People's 
Rerublic an@ the USSR die not officially or rublicly recognize the Inner hongelian 
Republican Temrorary Government but they Gi¢ pick the leaders and cave advice to the 
leaders, The coviets anc Cuter Kenrolians were much more judicious in their manare- 
ment of the Inrer Mongolians than were the Jaranese} they exercised the same amount 
of ecntrol over the Inrer Nonsolians as hae the Japanese, but they vere much more in- 
direct and tactful in their control. 


7, . The Inner Monrolian Rerublican Temporary Government was doomee to a short life. The 
Soviets and Outer Konpolians, afraid cf interns ional complications, decided to ster 
out of the raeture, On 10 Oetcher 1945 the Russian rilitary ecomrander of the area 
and NIFH Jungechen, commander of the Chin-Ghta-Chi Headquarters, of the Fighth Route 
Army, signed an arreement whereby the Chinese Communist trcors were allowec to enter 
Inner Mongolia. Soon after the signing of this agreement, treops of the Tighth Route 
Army were sent to Sunit Right Banners the leaders of the Inner Monpolian Republican 
Temrorary Government were sent to Kaligan but scon returned to Sunit Right Banner. 


@,. At first the Chinese Communists stated that they merely wished to change a few of the 
yersonnel of the Taner Vonrolian Republican Temrorary Government; Buin-Dale was ree = 
jieved of bis rosition. Inmrediately thereafter tenor trenty men were sent by the 
Chinese Communists to take over the rest of the positions in the Government. This 
ehangine of rersonnei was, naturally, not looked upon with rreat favor by the origins® 
members ef the Government. It was asked, "By what right could men not in the Jeast 
rerresenting the Inner Mongolians tate over 2 Government rurporting to represent the 
Inner Uonroltans?* The Chinese Communists then told the Inner Mongolian Rerublican 
Temrerery Government that its hea@quarters wes to be roved to Kalran (thereby making 
44 easter for the Chincse Communists +o control it.) Onee in Kalgan, the Government 
was disbanded and the Inner Lonrolian Autonomeus Meverent Asseciation was establishec
